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WEATHER  Rather cold weather prevailed during the woek over the castern portion of
the State, but some days vere warm in the west, The first sub-zero temperas

tures of the season occurred Thursday night over the eastern portion of the State.
Light to locally heavy snow fell over the casbern portion of the State, which strong
vinds draifted badly in places, but there was practically no precipitation in the west,
CROPS  Corn picking was delayed somevhat further due to stormy weather. About 9% of

the crop is still unharvested compared to 11% a week ago and 164 a year ago
this date, Movement to market has beon light because of bad roads, unsatisfactory
price and a greater interest in corn loans. Weekly estimates of yields have held
guite consistent for the past month, and quality is very good.

Winte. “rtent shows M™rthor arproven b, having gaiscd 17 10 comditlion cocl weel
for t..> post month and stands three points higher now than it did o year ago this
date. Several doys of high winds in western Nebraska did sore damge to wheat in
scuthern Panhandle counties and a fev southwestern counties, Part of the vheoat in
this area has rot matted sufficiently te cover the ground. Snow in most of the
castern half of the State improved further the moisture situation for wheat going
into the dormant stage., Last year whoaot was much better in woestern Nebraska than in
eastern Nebraska, but this year the situation is reversed, However, the outlook for
vinter survival in western Mebroslza is much better than it vos six wecks age.

Farm work was somevhat at a standstill last week because of the stormy weother
and either wot condition of the ficlds or srowdrifts. lMost of the counties report a .
surplus of farm labor, but a shortage in a fev of the ccunties, especially in Custer
County, where help is needed to husk corn by hand., Bad roads, somec still impassable,
have slowed movement of grain and livestock to market.

Feed grains, hay and foroge, ars generally reported ample to surplus, with a
few counties reporting o shortage. About 41% of the counties report range and pas-
ture short arnd the balance ample, Precipitati o and surface moisture is generally
reported eample with some shortege and very little surplus, About one-third of the
counties still report shortage of subsoil moisture and the balance an ample supply.

LIVESTOCK A fow countics are reporting increased feeding operations, but in genoranl
the wecltly reports have not shown any apprecinble incrense during the
past month, but reports indicate inecreased activity in sheep and lamb feeding during
the past weelt, Pasture shows a slight inerease in condition, largely because of
oetter wheat pasture in eastern Webraska, while range condition dropped two points,
